Edmonton District. 


INCREASE ONE-THIRD OVER LAST YEAR. 


Four and a Half Million Bushels in Northern 


Alberta. 


The district cf which Edmonton and 


Strathcona are the business centre js 


the great grain producing section of 
Alberta, and the amount of grain pro- 
duced each year in that district has be- 


come an important contribution to 


the wealth of Canada. For several 
years} past the Bulletip has made a 
specialty of securing information upon 
which a reliable esiimate of the crop 
of the district could be made. The 
basis taken is the sales of binder 
twine. A farmer does rot buy twine 
unless he has use for it, and he does 
not but any more than he has use for. 
Only a few dealers handle twine and 
therefore, it is possible to get exact 
figures as to the sales made. An es- 
timate of the amount of iwine used 
tu the sere gives the acreage and an 
estimate of the yield per acre gives 
the total yield, and cberefore the addi- 
tion to the wealth of the district by 
the season’s operations. 

In addiiion to the sales of twine the 
sales of binders and threshers are an 
indication of the increase of acreage 
or of yield if there has been am in- 
crease and of the value of the crop. 

The information furnished by the 
dealers does not admit of a division 
betweea ‘the sales in Edmonton and 
Strathcona or between the several 
dealers. The sales for the season so 
far as can be learned were:

Estima ing tre wheat acreage aii 
one-third of the whole and the oats 
and, bariey at two-thirds there was 
29.000 acres of wheat: and 58,000 acres 
of oats and barley. As the barley 


area is comparatively insignificant it 
may safely be counted with the oats. 

Lasi’ year the wheat’ was estimated 
at 15 bushels per acre and the oats 
ati 40, which was generally conceded 
to be well within the mark. Then the 
crop hed all teem thrown flat by a 
storm in the latter part of August. 
Cutting, was delayed into November, 
successive storms occurred and there 
was a plague of mice. Harvesting 
coul dnot have been wore unfavorable 
therefore there was considerable loss. 
This se7son the promise was _ quite 
equal to last year and the harvest al- 
though unfavorable to some degree 
has not so far resulted in serious loss. 
It will therefore be safe to place the 
yield of wheat at 20 bushels per acre 
and, of oats and, barley at 90 bushels. 
Twenty bushels on each of 29,000 acres 
a total of . 550,000 bushels of 
wheat. Fifty bushels on each of 58,- 
000 acres gives 2,900,000 bushels of 
pais. Roughly the crop of the district 
trading at Edmonton and Strathcona 
for. this vear may safely be placed at 
and 
three million bushels of oats and bar- 
ley. This region includes the 
electoral districts of Edmonton, 
St. Albert and Victoria. It does not 
extend more than ‘welve to fifteen 
miles south of Strathoona, as the coun- 
try further south is supplied from the 
various towns along the C. & E. line. 
The settlement extends up and down 
the river, however, some forty miles 
west and sixty miles east by 30 miles 
morih. The tots] estimate for last 
year from the same area was 2,375,- 
900 busbels of grain pf which 2,090,000 
was oats and barley and 375,000 wheat. 
The estimated increase ‘of this year is 
ever a million busheis, or fully one- 
third. 

The sales of binders aud threshers 
are a sure indica‘ion of crop increase. 
Although the sales are no: as great 
aq last year the circumstances have 
io be considered. Lust year owing to 
the) condition of the grain many 
farmers bad to buy extra binders in 
order to get their crop off. Owing to 
the short crop in Manitoba any tum- 
ber of binders could be procured. This 
season the crop conditions do not 
require extra Linders, and owing to the 
heavy crop in Manitoba binders could 
not be procured. Several of the agen- 
cies here were sold, out of binders be- 
fore the harvest bad fully begun. The 
same is the case regarding threshers,

| monton coal, but was a brighter black. 


Orders given could nit be filled. Be- 
sides almost all the threshers sold 
this season were steamers and of the 
largest sizes. And again the count 
may not be complete as threshers may 
have been purchased of which the 
Bulletin has not beard. Sevem of the 
threshers included in the count given 
were purchased direct and pot through 
the implement agencies, and as the 
threvhing s:2son has only commenced 
others may yet be purchased. In any 
case an increase of 23 this year, fol- 
lowing, an increaso of 29 last/ year, 
proves the rapid progress of the dis- 
trict in grain growing. 

Jhe country along the C. & E. line 
which is supplied w‘th twine and bin- 
ders from Leduc, Wetaskiwin, Ponoka, 
Lacombe, Red Deer, Innisfail and Olds 
must also have a very large acreage 
and yield. A million bushels of grain 
for that part of the country is prob- 
ably a low, estimate. This would give 
a total crop of four and a half million 
bushels of grain iu North Alberta this 
season.

Baldwin, of his party. The remainder 
were delayed at the Landing await- 
ing transport. Mr. Ponton went out 
last. spring to survey reserves for the 
Indians of Lesser Slave Jake who en- 
tered trea*y two years ago. Consider- 
able diff:-u'ty was experienced in ar- 
riving| at a conclusion as to what the 
Indians wanted; ard of course as they 
were there first they, had first choice. 
There is a greater tendency amongst 
them: to take their land in individual 
holdings thao prevailed in the Sag- 
katchewan region. Lhe majority, 
however, deciaeq to taxe their lands 
in blocks of fitceen to twenty square 
miles each, only a few demanding in- 
lividual boldings. 

The largest reserve contains twenty 
Square wiles and occupies both banks 
of, the Drift Pile river at its outlet 
on the sonth sbioore of the lake about 
one-third, of the length of the lake 
from, its western end. Chief Kinesayo 
is the bead of this reserve. The soil 
is excellent for farming, and the grow- 
th of grass and wild vegetation gener- 
ally most remarkable. Kinesayo is 
head chief of the Indians of Lesser 
Slave lake. 

Another reserve is located along 
the south shore of the lake westerly 
and, northerly from tha mouth of Suck- 
er Creek. lt contains some fifteen 
equare miles and is occupied by a di- 
vision, of Kinesayo’s hand under head- 
man; Mustoos. This reserve is near 
the trading posts at the western end 
of the main lake aud has a magnifi- 
cent growth of bay besides some ex- 
cellent farming land. Although this 
season was not very good for hay as 
some of the best hay land was covered 
by the high wefer of the lake, Mus- 
toos had put up 200 tons of hay, cut 
with one mower. Tbe hay will be for 
the cattle of the Indians and for sale 
al the trading posts, 

Several individual boldings were 
surveyed it is probable that the re- 
mainder of the Indians of the lake will 
select a third rese-ve at the eastern 
end of the lake, but the survey of this 
reserve paca be made until next 
summer 

The weather was wet | during the ear_ 
ly! part of Jv y, but after the middle 
of that month it was ve ty fine. There 
wv as an appearance of frost on August 

22nd, but the first frost of any account 
cdi tived on the nights of Sept. 16th. 
i7th and 18tbr, aad was quite severe. 
After that the weather was very fine 
until the party Jeft ov Monday, Sepi. 
BOth. The garden at the church of 
Englamdi mission, at the Jake, was very 
fine. The pro‘lucts ircluded English 
broad, beans, scarlet runner beans, 
cucumbers, tomatoes, cauliflowers, 
potatoes, etc., all of excellent qual- 
ity. Other gardens and fields were 
proportionately good. The country 
surroundio't the lake is chiefly tim- 
bered. but the growth indicates that 
it had at one time been prairie and 
has grown into t'mber in comparative- 
ly recent years., The timber is chief- 
ly poplar, with some spruce intermixed 
and shows a very vigorous growth. 
The trees are large, tall, straight and 
sound. The black soil is generally 
shallow on the uplands, but the timber 
growth would indicate more favor- 
able conditions. The principal open 
country is on the shores of the lake 
at} the mouths of streams, where land 
has been buil* out into the lake by the 
deposits of the streams. In these lo- 
calities the soil is very rich and the 
growth peculiarly rank. Grass was 


five. feet in height, and much of it 
resembled brome in appearance. All 
growth indicated favorable climatic 


conditions. Berries of many Var- 
ieties were numerous, including straw- 
berries, raspberries, red currants, 
black currants, high bush cranberries, 
soap berries and many’ others.. Rasp- 
berries were plentiful, where the par- 
ty were working on Sept. 15th. 

Drift coal was seen on the Drift 
Pile river and. the Indians reported 
a seam further up. It resembled Ed- 


Many of the creeks: showed rust on 
the stones indicating deposits of iron 
or other mineral. 

The half-breeds a Indians, of the 
Jake have large numbers of ponies 
which winter out in the tall grass 
along the lake shores. They seem to 
be ‘of a better class than the Indian 
ponies of the plains. They also have 
some cattle for which they provide hay 
in abundance. 

The great attraction of population 
to the lake is the white fish, which are 
caught in large numbers ‘all the year 
round, but particularly during the 
spawning season. This year they are 
more abundant than usual. The Ins 
dians! attribute this to the natural 
increase, but S. Cunningham, former- 
ly} of St. Albert, who now iives ati the 
lake, thinks that merely because the 
water is higher the fish come closer 
in shore and are more easily caught. 

Work is ir progress improving the 
trail from Lesser Slave lake to Peace 
river, but the party were not on that 
trail after work commenced. 

A’ large fur trade is done at Lesser 
Slave fake, the traders being the H. 
B. Co., Bredin & Cornwall and G. Des- 
jarlais. There is a police detachment 
under Insp. West, and, Roman Catho- 
lic and Church of England missions. 

A. C. Talbot, D. L. S, and party were 
surveying the claims of the half-breed 
settlers and reached Edmonton yester- 
day.

EDMONTON CREAMERY. 


The Edmonton creamery will close 
down for the season about the 25th 
of October. The ouigut of butter 
will be about 18,006 pounds. ‘This in- 
cludes the make at the Josephburg 
branch creamery. The government 
has taken a lease of the premises for 
another year, so that farmers irter- 
ested in butter making can safely be- 
gin to make their calculations for next 


season. . i 

(Within the past two or three years 
the system of cream gathering has 
been adopted 1” place of the system 
of factory separation which was at 
first in use, aod which was the ‘prime 
cause of the failure of the first \Al- 
berta creameries as private  enter- 
prises. No matter how. conveniently 


the separating staiion might be sit- 
uated the cost in time to the farmer 
of hauling his milk there every morn- 
ing and waiting for it to be separated 
was too great to allow the business bo 
be profitable. With the general in- 
troduction, 6f cream separators on the 
farms ,the loss of time in handling’ is 
avoided and the skimmed milk reaches 
the calves in better condition. Besides 
the creamery is relieved of the expense 
of supporting the outside separating 
stations. The change has placed the 
creamery business on a profitable basis 
both for farmer and factory. Cream 
was drawn to the Edmonton cream- 
ery by three routes. One took in the 
Sturgeon river and, Poplar lake. An- 
other Clover Bar and the third the In- 
dian reserve. The bad roads during 
the long continued wet weather were 
a drawback on ail the routes, and the 
reserve route had to be given yp al- 
tioogether. This of course reduced the 
make of butter for the season. Forty- 
two patrons supplied milk to the main 
creamery situated between Edmonton 
and Strathcona, and eighteen to the 
branch creamery at Josephburg. This 
branch was at, first a cream separat- 
ing station, and when the system of 
separating at a central station was 


given up it was turned into a branch | 


creamery with one milk route. The 
greater part of the cream gathered 
in the Sturgeon, Poplar lake and Clov- 
er Bar settlements is skimmed by hand 
separators. The remainder is secured 
by deep setting. The butter maker is 
of opinion that much more satisfactory 
returns are secured from the separat- 
ed, cx2am than from that secured by 
deep Setting. 

Of the butter made this season over 
half went to Great Britain. The re- 
mainder was divided between British 
Columbia and the local market. At 
present the price for local supply is 
p8e. The patrons have received 10c a 
pound, at{ the) end of each month, and 
will receive the balance when the 
transactions of the season are closed. 

Four cents a pound is deducted for 
coet of making and a cent a pound 
asa sinking fund to repay the adivan- 
ces made by the government. During 
the recent visit of Messrs. Ruddick 
and Marker it was suggested that 
shares be issued to the patrons in pro- 
portion to the amourt retained from 
the value of their butter at the cent 
a pound rate. The ordinary share- 
holders have paid up 50 per cent on 
their shares. If m> further calls are 
to be made on these shares the patron 
shareholders. would be entitled to 
shares at the same rate.
